Now, suppose the oiler of that company 
(or any ottJor^offer that would secure the 
desired end) wore to be accepted by the 
Dominion Oovorumeiit, which would 
tbcrt'upon pruceed to the annual expeudi- 
ture of tliei-e(iuired suiu of 82,000,01)0 on 
the Mainland , would the arran-^omont in-

We questioned the right of 
that (loveramout to alter the original 
terms of union in au essential and vital 
jjart without having lirst secured the con- 
sent of the constituencies to such altera- 
tions. They persisted in the alteration, 
despite the popular voice to tbo contrary, 
and to that persistence is attributable tlie 
present comjdications. W'v. do not be- 
lieve that relaxed terms would have ever 
been demanded of the Province had the 
Govornnment not borrowed nearly a mil- 
lion of dollars of Canada, and set the ex- 
ampleof opening up the terms — had them- 
selves driven tbo "entering wedge."

Williams said that ho had studied 
hard ovor tho business of tho Monk water 
pipes and as ho had heard that the Water 
Commissionor was going to bring n suit 
against tho City ho thought it would be 
bettei: to got it settled. He did not nj)- 
prove of going to loio when there was 
cheaijer methods of settling things. He 
thought that the cost of tho pipes hud 
been got after hearing the ovidouco down 
to tho lowest liguros 2)osHiblo at i?()08.(54, 
and ho would move that Mr.iVIonk should 
bo paid this sum in full of all demands, 
and that tho city should take the pipes. 

Couu. Gosnell, who thought tins was a 
move in the right direction, rose to second 
the motion. 

Conn. Allatt thought that it was tho 
ri!,'ht thing to do to settle all those claims 
beloro h-<>i>ih' nut of oihci', and Coua.Gow- 
011 rose to supiiort tiie moasuio. 

(,'imu. Trounco .said he rose to jirojioso 
an amoudmont, which ho hoped would be 
seconded by Conn. Marvin, to postpone 
the consideration of this matter for three 
months. He did so on the ground that 
the evidence respecting tho dpi)th of tho 
iligging recjuired was not correct, and 
that tho tost had not boon fairly apijlied 
as tho ground seloctoil for exijerimeut was 
the hardest on tho lino and whoro the 
loose earth had been already removed, so 
that tho trial digging had to bo done iu 
tho hardest clay. Ho opposed, also, as 
the contract had been entered into iu n 
luiinnur which ho did not understand. 

Conn. Guwen hero rose and in an ox- 
cited niannor I'lKiuired what Coun. 
'i'rounco meunt by the last phrase, declar- 
ing that tho whole thing had been done 
in a perfectly fair and open manner. 

Coun. Trounce called on the Mayor to 
call Conn. Gowen to order. 

His Worship called Coun. Tronnce or- 
der instead. 

Couu. Trounco again attempted to go 
into the subject of tho letting of tho Monk 
contract when ho was interrupted by 
Coun. Williams, who said he did not 
want to stop there nil night, and a disor- 
derly scene cusnod which seomed to bo 
highly enjoyed by His Worship, who 
chewed tobacco vigorously ami oxpoc- 
torated copiously in loud "pats" on tlie 
lloor. It was impossible to follow tho 
recrimination llung to and fro. Couu. 
Tronnce, Injwover, kept on his feet and 
when at last tho "tumult dwindled to a 
calm" rather from tjio weariness of its au- 
thors, than from any ofTort on tho part of 
His Worship to suppress it, tho roprosen- 
talivo of James Bay continued tu tho ef- 
fect that he understood there was an over- 
draft against the City to be met now, and 
he did uot see where tho S6U8 was to 
come from: and also in face of the motion 
forbidding further expenditure now re- 
corded on tho Clerk's book it would be 
necessary to give 2-1 hours' notice of any 
such motion as that now under cun-sidorn- 
tion; and. furthormoro, the pipes wore 
uot auflicient for tho service re(iuired of 
them. 

Couu. Williams here said ho had seed 
a bill for gl'25 for digging which ho be- 
lieved Monk had incurred. 

Coun. Marvin said he would like to ox- 
plain his position on tho matter, and jiar- 
ticularly lo tho circnniMtance ailiuii.'d to 
L)y Conn. Trounco th:it the cuutract" was 
giviui out bof(n'e tho Water Commissioner 
had reported, which it was claimed invali- 
dated tho contract. Ho thought, perhaps, 
that oilicial believed thai tlin M(uik pro- 
posals ought to have been made to liim 
before going to the Council and that was 
why he did not report. At all events, ten 
days was ample time in his (Coun. Mar- 
vin's) opinion for bun to make his re- 
port, and bad be done so tlie iuf(U'mati(jn 
atl'ordod might huvj caused dilTorent ac 
tion on tho part of Councillors. As to the 
question of Monk's tiguros he considered 
ttiat the man was entitled to somo extra 
pay, as he was going to take it out in wa- 
ter rates, and it would bo a long time be- 
fore ho was reimbursed. Ho was of oi)in- 
ion, too, that if the contract had Ih-imi let \ 
by tender it would have boon done much 
more cheaply. Ho did uot believe that 
Monk would got any control as had boon 
asserted over tho supply of water at JanicH 
li.iy. Ho idso atteni[)led to discredit the 
evidence which had boon taken, and naid 
that if tcruis (jii wliicli iho City \\vi\s 
to take over tho pipes were to be cash he 
did uot think tho (lily could do il at ])n'- 
sont. If it wuH necessary to give a notice 
of 24 hours before this motion was ad- 
o[)iet',bo would like to see tho rules obey- 
ed and favored doing so. Inconciusion ho 
thought it would be wise to lay tin? ([iies- 
tion over for ono week and give the 24 
hours' notice. 

Coun. Williams agreeing to this pro- 
posal. Couu. Gowen said in that case 
there was no motion before the board, and 
he would move that a committee of Ibreo 
Ibe appointed to confer with Mr. Monk as 
Ito the terms on which he would part with 
Itho pipes. Seconded by Coun. Allatt : nd 
'carried. 

1 Tho Mayor appointed tho mover, si>- 
<>.uudor and CJoun. Marvin; but tho latter 
declining Couns. GoanoU and Williams 
were appointed in sucoossion and each of 
them deolining.malters seemed to come to 
a deadlock. 'Pho position of third was at 
last anc<>])teil by (^oun. VVilliams, and a 
notice of motion for the pnrehaho of tlie 
pipes of tii(! pipL's being given tho debate 
was closed.

Aspoo and Yonst,tho two Indians above 
named, were hero arraigned for stealing 
certain goods from the shop of Kobort 
Cunningham, New Westminster.and plead- 
ed not guilty. 

An interpreter was sworn in. 

Mr. Pollard, at tho rotiuost of the Court, 
defended the prisoners. 

Mr. John Meldrum was chosen foreman 
of tho Jury. 

Tho prosecuting witness (Mr. Cunning- 
ham) deposed that.hia store was broken 
open and goods stolen which he after- 
wards found in prisoners* room. 

Tho Attorney-General here handed in a 
confesssoi; of guilt from Youst, made be- 
fore tho magistrate at Motlakathla. 

Tho Cnirt — riiis caso should' have 
been summarily dealt with, and thecotiu- 
try spared the expense of the prosecution. 

Mr. Polhird ably defended tho jirisou- 
ers, pointing out theru was uot a tittlo of 
evidence against Aspoo, and that tho in- 
laroeration already endured by You^t 
should bo favorably considerod by the 
Court in tho penalty awarded. 

Tho Grand Jury hero camo into Court 
anil found truo bills in every case, with 
exioiuion of that against Mitohel for 
house-breaking, in which '"No Bill" was 
found.
